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Re-enforeing Paper Machine. 


The design of the machine herewith 
illustrated is to produce a web of paper which 
is re-enforced or strengthened by a textile 
fabric or by parallel thread embedded in the 
THE JOURNAL not long ago illustrated 
a device for effecting like results in the manu- 
facture of paper, and called attention to the 
fact that the process of embedding a thin tex- 
tile fabric or threads in the web of paper had 
been previously patented. 

In the manufacture of paper, in which the

the web may be effected with the utmost 
nicety and greatest possible degree of ac- 
curacy. 


In the drawings, D and D’ represent the 
drying-cylinders and C C’ the press-rolls. 

In the manufacture of ordinary 
drying-cylinders are always speeded faster 
than the press-rolls—say from 2 to 4 per cent. 
faster, sometimes as low even as I per cent., 
or less, and sometimes again as high as from 
5 to 6 per cent.; but they are invariably 
speeded faster than the press-rolls, and never 
slower. 

The improvement illustrated consists in so 
constructing the machine that the speed of the 
drying-cylinders may be adjusted with the 
greatest precision, so as to correspond to the 
speed of the press-rolls and forming-cylinder, 
or else run a little slower than these ; and it 
further consists in providing the machine with 
an adjustable tension-frame and tension-rolls, 
which latter may be stationary or otherwise, 
for effecting the proper tension of the re-en- 
forcing threads or web before this is embedded 
in the paper fabric. This is for the purpose of 
stretching the fabric at the tension-rolls suffi- 
ciently to cause the threads or webbing, by its 
elasticity, to contract to such a degree between 
the press-rolls C C’ and the guide-roll T as to 
make up forthe decreased speed of the drying- 
cylinders when these are speeded at a slower 
rate than the press-rolls. 

The adjustment of the speed of the drying- 
cylinders may be effected in various ways, 
but preferably by an expanding pulley, made 
to expand by a scroll in substantially the 
same way as the scroll on the ordinary uni- 
versal chuck, and having for this purpose two 
slots in the scroll-plate provided with adjust- 
able stops S and S’, so that the diameter of 
the pulley can be adjusted with the greatest 
accuracy, even to the thousandth part of an 
inch, if necessary, outward or inward, the stop 
S regulating or controlling the outward adjust- 
ment or increase of diameter, and the stop S 
regulating or Controlling the inward adjust- 
ment or decrease of diameter, 
speed of the machine. 

If desised, the machine may be constructed 
with compound pulleys, each pulley having a 
flat face and a cone face, as shown at / and i, 
which are used in adjusting the drying-cylin- 
ders for the manufacture of textile paper, while 
the pulley-faces 4 and g are used in the manu- 
facture of ordinary paper, the belt & being ad- 
justed for textile paper, as shown in the draw- 


ings in full line, and for ordinary paper, as |

In order to adjust the tension of the parallel 
threads or webbing, which is to be embedded 
in the paper, and which is fed to the machine 
from the roll marked R,

Where com- 
paratively close-meshed webbing is used—say, 
from six to twenty squares to the inch—it is 
desirable to fix the rollers in their frame so 
that the webbing will pass over them without 
revolving them, and in that case it is also de- 
sirable to shift the tension-frame into an inter- 
mediate position between the positions shown 
in full line and that indicated in dotted lines ; 
but for more open webbing—say from two to 
six squares to the inch—the rollers should be 
allowed to move or revolve with the webbing, 
thus lessening the liability of displacing the 
weft or filling. The strap ¢, with its weights

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Quantitive Determination of 
Starch in Paper. 


By C. WuRSTER. 

The determination of starch can either 
be effected by the residual process, the resin 
and starch being dissolved out and the remain- 
ing paper weighed, or the starch may be con- 
verted into sugar by prolonged boiling with 
dilute acids, and, determined volumetrically, 
the author prefers the residual method: He 
| first determines the water as loss, then the 
| resin by extraction with boiling a'cohol acidu- 
lates with a few drops of muriatic acid. He 
next dissolves out the starch by boiling the 
paper, freed from resin with equal parts of 
alcohol and water, likewise acidulated with 
| muriatic acid, and finally weighs the residual 
| paper. The action of the muriatic acid occa- 
| sions a loss of the mineral constituents. The 
| ash must therefore be determined both in the 
raw and in the extracted paper, and the differ- 
ence,

PuiLapecpui, Pa., June 25, 1884. 

Less paper is being distributed in this 
city this week than for months past. A visit 
to all of our leading paper houses shows a re- 
markably dull condition of affairs, and to all 
appearance there is very little activity. The 
bookkeepers inside are wrestling with fans and 
ledgers ; the manufacturers are absent from 
their, offices most of the day, yet the reports 
furnished your correspondent this week are 
that most of the mills are still running full 
time. A good many orders have been filled, 
and some of the mills are now stocking up a 
little while awaiting orders and purchasers. 
Some few orders will be placed immediately 
after the Fourth of July, and some mills have 
enough in hand to keep them busy during July 
and August. 

It is possible and probable that all of the 
mills will stop for a few days about the first of 
next month, for the purpose of taking stock, 
repairing machinery, &c. But the gen- 
eral hopefulness with regard to business may 
be inferred from the fact that none of these 
stoppages will be of long duration. Every- 
thing will be hastened for the resumption of 
manufacture at as early a date as possible. 

The manufacturers of manilla and other 
wrapping papers report business as extremely 
dull, very few orders coming along, and not 
enough demand to bring buyers into the mar- 
ket. Some manufacturers are hopeful that 
after the 1st of July business will revive. But 
after all said and done, the paper men have 
had a fair six months’ trade, and although 
there has been the usual grumbling and growl- 
ing, a good deal of paper has been sold. Prof- 
its have been light, but there have been very 
few losses. 

The Forestal matter is still in abeyance. 
One of the creditors refused to accept the terms 
offered, and the determination now is to dis- 
pose of the business at asignee’s sale on Thurs- 
day, June 27, at1o A. M._ If the results of this 


sale are reasonably satisfactory, Mr. Daly, the | 


asignee, will probably start things up again 
with fresh capital, thus showing that hope is 


by no means extinct as to the paper business. |

“Trade is in an abnormal condition, 
nothing doing, everything quiet, and very, 
very dull.” That is what a prominent paper- 
stock dealer said to me in answer to my inter- 
rogatory concerning business, and it is really 
a poor text to preach a sermon on. But the 
aforesaid paper-stock dealer qualified his re- 
marks by adding, that he was doing a little 
business all the time. Now each and every 
one of the city stock dealers is doing a little, 
and between them all they seem to be keeping 
the paper mills in full supply, and mills are 
running along the same as ever-—couldn’t coax 
them to shut down for a few days—so that, on 
the whole, busineSs is not so bad as it looks. 

The imports for the past week comprised 
2,000 bales rags, 1,715 bales paper stock and 
259 coils old rope, and very little of this stock, 
if any, is going into store. 

Although business is not very active from a 
dealer's standpoint, yet dealers find that it re- 
quires considerable activity to get about from 
place to place to sell their stock. Owing to 
the fact that sellers are anxious to place stock, 
the market is in favor of buyers, and buyers 
generally disguise the true state of their condi- 
tion, and so hold the advantage in trade. Still 
dealers claim that supplies are now selling at 
figures which it is impossible to shade. 

The chemical market shows but little change. 
Bleaching powders are firm at 1.goc. for spot. 
For lots in store, after being kept for some 
weeks, 1.85c. is asked. For large lots to ar- 
rive buyers might be able to close at 1.80c. 
Soda ash is in light supply, and is quoted at 


1.40c. to 1.45c., ex dock, 1.55c., from store. 
Sal soda is unchanged. Rosins have been sell- 
ing a little more freely during the past week. 
In the Southern market, rosins have advanced 
1oc. a barrel, and in consequence, the Boston 
market is very firm. English clay is without 
change. Southern clay in moderate demand. 

The imports of chemicals for the past week 
were very, very light, viz.: 281 casks bleach, 
320 casks soda ash, and 141 drums caustic 
soda ; 24 casks of Southern clay, and 650 bar- 
rels rosin were also received at this port. 

E. B. Maynard, of J. D. Whitmore & Co., 
New York stationers, is passing a week among 
friends at the ‘‘ Hub.” 

Among paper dealers very little complaint is 
heard, and they seem to think that it pays bet- 
ter to sell paper on a small profit than to 
grumble because the profit isn’t more. And a 
good deal of paper is selling, considering the 


dullness incidental to other lines of trade at | 


this season of the year. Rice, Kendall & Co. 
claim to be doing a larger volume of business 
than for the same time last year. The large 
force engaged at the salesroom and warehouse 
of Carter, Rice & Co. is continually moving, 
and when jit moves, paper moves too. At 
Pulsifer, Jordan & Wilson’s, the same evidence 
of brisk trade is noted, and every man about 
the establishment seems to be earning his 
daily wages. Where all the paper goes to I 
can’t say ; but it is sold for consumption, and 
mills are encouraged to keep making more. 
Pulsifer, Jordan & Wilson are presenting a 
new line of card-board which is especially 
manufactured for printing purposes. Wood- 


cuts, when printed upon this board, produce | 


very fine effects.

Most of the New York and Boston firms are 
represented here every week, however, and I 
suppose that more or less business is done 
every day. The pleasant countenances of 
Jeremiah Sturges and Owen Harrington are 
missed, but we have some new faces in their 
place. Some of the principal dealers spend 
more than half their time here, and others 
have representatives who 
time. 

After another series of hot days we had a 
most grateful rain yesterday, which has re- 
vived the face of nature and made a mar- 
velous change in the atmosphere. The rain 
was sadly needed, for the river had fallen 
to the crest of the dam, or, at least, the water 
ran over in a very thin sheet. This was an 
unusual state of things for so early in the 
season, and if rain had not come, a loss of 
power must have followed soon. Of course, 
a single day’s rain has not put us beyond dan- 
ger, but, now the drought is broken, we shall 
probably have more showers. Still, we are 
very liable to get short of power before win- 


| ter, and if we do, the prices of paper will 


surely rise. Already the smaller streams have 
failed in some cases. The mills on the West-

The Water Power Company will shut the

morning at six. Most of the mills will have 
repairs to make and will be glad of the shut- 
down. The Whiting Company will take ad- 
vantage of the time to dig two wells in the 
second level canal for the purpose of getting 
more spring water.. The wells will be tightly 
bricked over at the top and the water allowed 
to filter in from springs in the bottom. 

The room over the drainers at the Syms & 
Dudley Mill is being raised a story, and the 
engine-room is also to be made to hold another 
1000-pound engine. 

The drowning accidents attendant upon the 
swimming season have begun. Two small 
boys have been drowned the past week, one in 
the canal and the other in the river, while on a 
school picnic at Mt. Nenatuck.

Anyone unacquainted with 
him or the nature of his business who should 
have visited his unpretentious office, which, up 
to May 1 last, was located in an upper loft of 
114 Fulton street, would not have been favor- 
ably impressed with the idea that its occupant 
cartied on operations of any magnitude, or 
that he was the well-known society man and 
| Sporting character that he is. It was shortly 
| after the time of the exposure of the Tweed 
Ring frauds, when ex-Sheriff James O’Brien 
was such an important factor in political and 
municipal affairs, that Mr. Levey became 
much known among the paper, stationery and 
printing trades, although he had been more or 
less engaged in them for several years pre- 
viously. About this time Mr. Levey num- 
bered among his friends and acquaintances 
Mr. O’Brien and Edward W. Burke. The in- 
fluence of these two gentlemen was brought to 
bear in favor of Mr. Levey, and the result has 
been that for upward of five years Mr. Levey 
has been the récipient of lucrative contracts to 
supply the municipal departments with print- 
ing and stationery, and during the whole 
of this period had furnished the greater 
portion of all of the supplies of stationery, 
| printing and blanks of all kinds required by 
the purchasing department of the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railway com- 
panies. In addition to these corporations, 
other large consumers were numbered among 
his customers. This gave hima prestige in 
the trade and that made him the envy of many 
who had time and again put in estimates and 
bids and used efforts to wrest the business 
from him. He was a large buyer of paper, 
and at times gave orders mounting up into 
thousands of dollars, and he had large ac- 
| counts with printers and bookbinders who 
| worked for him. To all appearances, Mr. 
Levey had been conducting a very prosperous 
business up to the month of April last, when it 
became known to some of his friends that for 
some reason or other he had lost one of his 
best customers, if not, in fact, the largest. He 
was at his office very little during the month of 
April, and the reason given for his absence 
was that he had received a severe injury to one 
of his legs from one of his horses. On May 1, 
John Love & Co., bookbinders, who occu- 
pied a portion of the loft at 114 Ful- 
ton street in conjunction with Mr. Levey, 
moved their business to 88 Fulton street, and 
Mr. Levey’s desk and office fixtures were re- 
moved thereto also, During the following week 
several of his notes went to protest, and 
among the first was one in favor of Butler & 
Johnson for $500. Several suits were brought 
at this time against Mr. Levey, and as he 
could not be found, Butler & Johnson secured 
an attachment against $3,500 due him by the 
New York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Company, and will probably recover 
this amount. The remainder of this fund has 
been enjoined by his brother, Augustus A. 
Levey, on aclaim for $2,985, which he avers

South street, a bridge connecting the two 
buildings. The other part of the building is 
occupied by J. H. Snelling, dealer in yacht | 
fixtures, &c. A line of hose was taken through | 
this building and across the bridge, and 
through this Mr. Snelling sustained damage 
from water amounting to $2,000. The proba- 
ble loss will be greater than that above stated, | 
as the firm now estimates the damage at $15,-
